No sk ull was found, but the well 
was said to have been 47 feet deep 
once, but at the time of Sheehan’s 
disappearance was

Stevenson was born and raised 
four miles from Longview, in what 
was then Upshur county, and lived 
in Texas until thirteen years ago, 
when he moved to the Indian terri­ 
tory. 
He is about 40 years of age, 
and a man of considerable intelli­ 
gence.

Russian ami Standard Monopolies to 
Control the Output. 


N e w 
Y o rk , 
May 25. — The two 
greatest monopolies in Christendom 
— the Standard Oil Trust of A m er­ 
ica and the Russian (dl Trust of 
Russia— are about to effect a new 
division of the w^orld. 
The Stand­ 
ard Oil company is negotiating with 
the Russian government, through a 
committee, for a formal treaty, the 
immediate effect of which will be to 
raise the price of a necessary of life 
to the people of the whole world. 
This treaty exists at the present 
time in the form of a 
“ m e m ora n­ 
dum agreement,” 
drawn up 
and 
signed by all the members of the 
“ syndicate of the Russia petroleum 
refiners, with the consent of 
the 
minister ot finance.” 
One great foreign refinery, that 
of Mannheim, refuses to join and 
one or two American associations 
have not yet 
surrendered. 
Until 
they are brought in the monopoly 
will lack a little of being absolute 
and the Russian men will refuse to 
approve the treaty.

The hollow lies b etween the 
Monongahela 
and Youghiogheny 
riv ers ab out thirty-fiv e m ik s from 
Pittsb urg. 
A mob of 200 of them went into 
camp near the plant. 
T heir threats 
of v iolence and the sight of so many 
guns in their possession alarmed the 
company, and 
the officials wired 
Sheriff Wilhelm at Uniontown last 
for aid. 
The 
sheriff could 
get no more aid to them 
at that 
time. 
The strikers marched ab out 
the plant all night, and occupied 
all the roads leading to the works. 
When the men b egan coming 
to 
work at daylight the strikers stopped 
them and (Irov e them home. 
Their 
success made them b old, and they 
adv anced on the plant with yells of 
fury and 
v ehemence 
against the 
deputies. 
They were armed with 
guns, hatchets and club s. 
When within 50 yards of the first 
line of the deputies hiding b ehind a 
line of coal cars the officers opened 
fire on 
them. 
The 
strikers 
re­ 
turned the fire promptly and stood 
their ground, each 
side 
filing as 
rapidly as possib le until the strikers’ 
ammunition gav e out and they were 
forced to retreat. 
As they fled the 
deputies 
followed 
them 
and 
ar­ 
rested a great many who had guns 
in their possession. 
The deputies 
were forced to fight for their liv es, 
and their shooting was most effec­ 
tiv e. 
Fiv e strikers fell dead, and 
eight were 
wounded,
